Portland, Me., Sept. If».- The Repub­ 
licans carried Maine Monday by about 
8,000 plurality, as against 26,816 in 
the last presidential year and 8,064 :n 
1006. 
At midnight returns from 468 
out of 519 cities, towns and plantations 
in the state gave for governor: 
Bert 
M. Fernald of Poland, Republican. 72.- 
117; and Obadiah Gardner of Rock­ 
land, Democrat, 64,992. 
In 1904 the same places gave 75,?.21 
for Gov. Cobb. Republican, and 49.416 
for 
Davis, 
Democrat. 
The missing 
towns, which are small, four years ago 
cast 2,545 Republican votes, and 1,005 
Democratic. 
The 
Republicans carried all four 
congressional districts by about the 
usual pluralities, Amos 1.. Allen beii 
re-elected in the First and E. O. Bur­ 
leigh in the Third, 
while 
John 
P. 
Swasey was chosen to succeed Charles 
L. Littlefield in the Second, and Frank 
G. Guernsey in the Fourth district. 
The legislature will be Republican in 
both branches. 
The vote was 
the 
heaviest since 
I ssS, running well up to 140.000. 
Tin 
gains, however, were mainly by the 
Democrats, the party vote inereasinj 
more than 13,000 over that of 1904, 
while the Republican vote fell 
off 
about 2,500. The Republican plurality 
is the smallest recorded in a pregi 
dential year in 25 years. 
The two parties split even In fht 
20 cities, each capturing ten. 
The 
voting was particularly heavy in the 
rural districts, where the Democrats, 
largely through the popularity of Mr. 
Gardner among the farmers, mad 
great gains. 
The returns show a Republican loss 
of 4 per cent and Democratic gain of 
32 per cent. 
The Republicans were on the defen­ 
sive throughout the campaign, seek­ 
ing to hold the state by the usual plu­ 
rality by answering the various Dem­ 
ocratic arguments, which were mainly 
for re-submission of the prohibitory 
law, taxation of wild lands and reform 
in administrative methods. 
But little 
was said of national issues, although 
the 
Republicans, 
through 
outside 
speakers, sought at various points to 
bring such subjects to the attention 
of the people. 
Local issues, however, proved more 
popular and in the last days of the 
campaign the Republicans Joined with 
their opponents 
in 
discussing them 
and in doing so strongly defended the 
so-called Sturgis law' and urged the 
voters to support its stringent meth­ 
ods in the enforcement of prohibi­ 
tion. 
The result of the hard work by 
party managers and speakers on both 
sides was a large increase in the turn­ 
out of voters, nearly 140,000 going to 
the polls, a number which was with­ 
in a few thousand of the record for 
the state. 
The Democrats gained 
over 
four 
years ago in nearly every county and 
city, although some of the municipal! 
tics which went Democratic two years 
ago returned to the Republican fold 
notably 
Auburn, 
Augusta, 
Belfast 
Ellsworth/ Portland and South Port 
land.

Ninety per cent, of the coinage by 
the United Stares in the fiscal year of 
1908 consisted of gold eagles, a coin 
which probably not one in a hun­ 
dred people sees as often as once a 
year. 
Altogether the coinage of the 
country comprised 17 different varie­ 
ties. seven of which were 
for the 
Philippine islands in pesos and centa 
vos, and one of which of the same de­ 
nomination was for account of 
the 
Mexican government. 
The number of 
pennies turned out averaged a little 
less than one for each inhabitant.. The 
total coinage for continental United 
States 
was 
$215,714,862. 
This 
has 
been one of the most active years in 
the history of national minting. 
Of 
this amount $179.238,337 were in gold 
and $16,532,477 in silver, or about the 
ratio of one of silver to 12 of gold —

Under the new ruling the postmaster U not allowed to deliver 


papers to subscribers by mail, who have not expressly ordered their

delivered, unless the publisher affix*-* a one c- ut stamp to each de­
